(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-9 and 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Lee. Lee shows a U-shaped brace 14, limit bar 68, support members 
18,20, side portions 66, implement rest 94, extension arm 50A and swing arm 80. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee 
in view of Craig. Lee shows the claimed stand with the exception of the claimed 
implement rest. Craig shows an implement rest 9. It would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide Lee 
with an implement rest, as taught by Craig, for holding a bow.
